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1970 FUND CAMPAIGN 


The 1970 Alumni campaign to raise funds is underway. 
Early returns have been encouraging in so far as the 
average donation has increased from $15.00 to $26.00. 
Many thanks are due and are extended to those who have 
already sent in their contribution. It will, however, 
take many more donors to reach the $35,000.00 level of 
receipts. 


GRADUATE STUDIES 


One of the areas in which the University needs help 
from the Alumni is graduate studies. In addition to 
increasing its service to the community, a strong grad- 
uate program greatly enhances the status of a university. 
This in turn increases the value of the graduates' de- 
grees. 


While our graduate program has been growing, it has 
not yet reached the point of meeting the needs of all 
present graduates. Nor is it yet in a position to at- 
tract the top quality graduate students needed to make 
its reputation. 


The University does not have the financial strength to 
provide the scholarships to attract the students it 
needs. It is now looking to the Alumni Association to 
provide leadership to the community at large in this re- 
spect. 


WHAT IS NEEDED 


The Alumni, if it is to fulfill the task for which it 
has been called upon, needs the support of all the mem- 
bers. Regardless of the size of the individual donation 
the more graduates who give, the greater the strength of 
the university when it seeks help from the business com- 
munity and the government. 


The story is very old - the stronger you are the str- 
onger you get. Harvard, McGill, Université de Montréal 
all have outstanding reputations and receive great sup- 
port from their communities. They have the reputations 
because they have had the funds to improve and they have 
the funds to improve because they have the reputations. 


To grow in this way, Sir George needs money - not a 
little, but a lot. The facts and figures on page 4 show 
how much is presently being done with so little. This 
situation, however, must be changed. It is the grad- 
uates who benefit if it does ... and who suffer if it 
doesn't. 


ALUMNI CHAPTERS 


A good deal of interest has been evidenced in setting 
up chapters in other cities. So far there appears to 
be enough interest and graduates in Ottawa, Toronto, 
Calgary and Vancouver to warrent action. 


Main functions of these chapters are envisaged as 
being contact points for groups of similar interest 
through executive bartender courses, wine and cheese 
parties, etc. As well the chapters could act as an 
arm of Sir George Williams University and the Alumni 
Association.

GRADUATE STUDIES 


Quietly but quickly, Sir George has been building a 
graduate studies program which could be of great inter- 
est to many graduates. It seemed not long ago that a 
graduate program was an unrealiseable dream, but today 
S.G.W.U. is granting degrees not only at the Master's 
level, but also at the Doctor's level. 


The programs are administered by the department or 
faculty concerned, under the supervision of the Board 
of Graduate Studies. The Chairman of this Board is Dr. 
Stanley French. Mrs. Scheindlin is Administrative Of- 
ficer of Graduate Studies. 


As could be expected, the Faculty of Arts offers the 
potential student the greatest choice with Masters pro- 
grams open in Economics, Educational Technology, Eng- 
lish, Art Education, History, General Experimental Psy- 
chology and in Applied Psychology. The Department of 
History also offers a program leading to a Doctor of 
Philosophy. 


The Faculty of Science now offers a program of study 
leading to a Master of Science in Biology, in Chemistry, 
in the Teaching of Mathematics, and in Physics. In ad- 
dition there are Doctor of Philosophy programs in both 
the Department of Chemistry and the Department of Phy- 
sics. 


The Faculty of Commerce offers a program leading to a 
Master of Business Administration, while the Faculty of 
Engineering has courses of study leading to the degrees 
of Master of Engineering and Doctor of Engineering. 


This list, which should be particularly impressive to 
those Alumni who remember when Sir George did not have 
university status, is expected to be increased with pro- 
grams in other fields to be offered in the future. 


It is also interesting to note that one of the facets 
of the original Sir George philosophy shows up again in 
the scheduling of courses in the graduate programs. In 
most cases, courses are given in the late afternoon and 
evening, or in the evening only.

This is of importance to those who already use their de- 
grees in a market that places importance on "brand 
names'' and for their children who will soon be in search 
of a community-valued degree. 


Elsewhere on this page, reference is made to graduate 
studies. Maintaining the reputation of Sir George de- 
pends solely on the success of this venture. This pro- 
gram will succeed if it attracts top students, but to do 
this it needs graduate scholarships. The figures below 
show why the alumni must help shoulder that responsibil- 
ity. If we won't help ourselves, no one else will.
